I prepared this -first issue uithout being able to Judge thè value o-f mx 
enterprise, as I don't Knou thè ( eventual > uhole interest arisen by 
CUFON yet. 

As uritten in thè experimental issue, thè existence of such a 
newsletter dealing uith a "neu" subject for ufology depends exclusively 
on thè contribution ( articles and money >' supplied by those uho are 
reading this editorial. Don't -forget CUFON is a publication of you, a 
means for discussing ideas and informat ions about computer and thè UFO 
research ( bere meant in its uider sense >. 

Besides publishing resulta of auaiable uorKs < a catalogue print-out, 
for example > or proposals of neu projects, ue thinK a preliminary 
discussion about thè euentual applications of a computer in our field 
is fairly important. It uould be opportune to maKe a selection among 
all possible employments in order to drau thè most important uorK to 
carry out at both personal and research leuel. The readers ' propesala, 
uhen folloued uith an in-depth debate about usefulness of such uorKs 
and harduare/softuare to employ, uill be presented in a special section 
of thè newsletter. 

I myself open this series of propesala, presenting briefly some of them 
in this editorial.

A file of auaiable booKs and magazines. 

It is a ualid tool to Knou exactly quantity and quality of 
sources at oun disposai. It's a simple personal use of computer. 
LinKing many of these files, it uould be possible to establish a 
comprehensiue reference UFO library : any people uould be able to 
asK for specific booKs or magazines at thè right person. 

A uorK of such a Kind has been started by US researcher Dauid 
Christensen uith his oun "Computer Catalog of UFO Resources”. 


A file diuided in different subjects or seueral specific files ( 
equally structured ) about articles published in thè auaiable UFO 
literature ( booKs, magazines, photocopies of articles, 

unpublished papers, etc. >. Oun bibliography can be Knou in 

details and continuously up-to-dated uithout any problem : it's 
clear hou this function is useful uhen researchers urite a paper 
or uish to deal uith special topica. 

The exchange of these files ( as uell as those reported at thè 
head -1- > among people uould be interesting in order to Knou thè 
documentation each ufologist has. A uorK of such a Kind, but 
1imited only to booKs, has been started in 1984 by M.Bottaini in 
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Italy. A feu hundreds of booKs and other publications belonging 
to about ten Ital ian researchers uere stored on a Apple Ile. A 
similar application on magazines is scheduled in thè near -future. 


A mail 1 ist o-f magazines and researchers* addresses : it's thè 
simplest use o-f computer !

Using a suitable program ( 1iKe thè excellent ”SKxtrauel" for 
Commodore 64 or that recently deueloped by D.MauraKis on a 
Superbrain QD > uould be possible to survey thè ephemerides in 
search for euentual astronomica! explanations of presumed UFO 
sightings. Similarly, there are some programs ( surely a couple 
for Apple II. Do you Knou anyone hauing them ? ) about most 

satellite paths, but requiring a continuous reuision. I thinK 
this is one of thè most important useful applications of computer 
to ufology : it is a ualid tool to select strictly our 
casuistries, ubere it is possible. hV oun experience uith thè 
mentioned ephemerides program for C-64 has been remarKable in 
relation to ITACAT. I haue been able to identify or to giue 
possible/probable astronomica! explanations for a lot of cases. 
Using a pouerful PC and some special programs, it uould be 
possible to simulate : 


CAI thè flight path of an object on thè ground of uitnesses* 
claims < this opportunity uould be uery useful in those cases 
probably produced by meteors or satellite re-entries, uhen 
hundreds of obseruers are scattered in a large area ) : it could 
be an excellent tool for uerifying possible explanations. 

IBI thè forces being necessary to produce traces found on a 
landing site, on thè ground of a series of parameters ( depth, 
uidth, length, Kind of soil and its penetration coefficient, 
etc. >. 

Hypothetically one could reconstruct ideal size and shape of uhat 
produced traces, but ue thinK results uould be not much pleasant 
for those ubo uish to see a fine flying saucer displayed on thè 
monitor. Houeuer, it could be an effiacacious means of 
ascertaining uhether thè cause uas an artificial "object” or, on 
thè contrary, a casual conuentional phenomenon. 


UJe bave not to deceive ourselves about such possible applications 
: they need a remarKable experience in softuare, a suitable 
harduare and seueral time at oun disposai. 
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By a ( common to all compatible computerà, if possible > 
database, one is able to establish a file of UFO sightings. The 
Storage of a national casuistry in a computer is a uery difficult 
tasK, due to thè extent of auaiable material. A possible solution 
uould be to organize a "netuorK" of researchers hauing thè same 
Kind of machine and ouning thè UFO casuistry of thè ir zone. A 
similar Project has been started in Italy in 1984 ( see CUFON 
experimental issue ), but up to nou only 8/9 province out of 91 
haue been couered. 

The problem is lightly easier uhen bandiing uith specific samples 
of cases, selected on special characteristics ( traces, entities, 
physiological effects, all dose encounters, sure IFOs, etc.... 
). A single researcher is able to digit such a casuistry into a 
home/personal computer in a relatiuely brief tinte. 

Databases can be structured in tuo chief uays ( beyond 
limitations associated uith thè employed Kind of machine ) : 


[al as a *simple" reference uorK giuing feu basic data ( 1iKe my 
ITACAT ) 

[bl as a reai source of thè descriptiue information about thè 
case > obuiously, there are many parameters and a suitable 
codificat ion. 


According to my oun point of uieu thè first solution is thè 
better one, to avoid useless losses of tinte ( and money ! ). It 

is an important mattar I uould 1iKe to discuss in a next 
editorial or article. 


The use of statistic programs can be interest ing to shou thè 
trends of some parameters connected to UFO sightings. The 
temperai and geographical distributions are certainly thè most 
popular statistica! applications in ufology. Computer allous to 
carry out quite sophisticated analyses in a brief tinte > but thè 
chief problem is thè usuai quality and reliability of cases. I 
thinK thè best solution is to consider only small selected 
samples of excellent cases, subjecting them to an in-depth 
suruey. Resulta could be displayed directly on screen, under thè 
form of graphics. 9uch an application - especially uhen regarding 
parameters other than tinte and space - haue to be 1 inKed uith an 
euentual ”codification ” of cases. 
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UJell, thè foregoing is onlx an attempt to stimulate discussions and 
projects about thè alleged topica. But don't forget it is absolutely 
necessary to reach a cornnon set of standards ( -for exainple about thè 
structure of thè database and its records, uhen establishing a 
coinputerized catalogue o-f sightings > before starting to develop neu 
uorKs. The present "anarchy" is uholly useless and one of thè aims of 
CUFON is Just to eliminate it.

It is our intention to illustrate in this uriting a methodologx for 
data coding of cases and reports and their computerization carried out bx 
thè C.U.N. of Rimini in conjunction uith Or. Pinotti and Or. Malanga from 
Florence (1). 

The most adopted method to store UFO data is at present that of a 
mere 1 ist of reports, such as INTCAT created bx Peter Rogerson (2). 
Another interesting suggestion for cataìoging cases comes from John Hind 
<3). In one of his articles he proposed a method of classification 
conceiued bx Smith Thompson based on 'motifs', i.e. thè essential 
elements of a case, sxntheticalIx expressed bx a series of short 
sentences containing a single idea or 'motif*. 

Ue bave considered thè most significant elements of thè tuo 
cataìoging criteria, trxing to create a 'hxbrid* classification. khereas 
ue uere coping uith representing a 'finite' number ' of possible 
interpretations such as, for instance, thè 1ist of all thè auailable 
material about a case, ue decided to enumerate thero in a schedule uith 
progressive numbers and then use those numbers as codes, to save space 
uhen computerized. 

The major difficultx that most of researchers all over thè uorld 
bave met has been that thex found it almost impossible to express thè 
exact meaning of thè uitness's uords bx codes. It uas impossible, for 
instance, to list in just a schedule all thè possible Kinds of noise or 
sound heard bx thè uitness and then code them as strings of data in a 
computer. In this case ue preferred to express, as for thè 
above-mentioned example, uhat thè uitness heard uith his same uords used 
as coded data. 

ObviouslX/ if ue had to computerize 'absolute' information such as 
uitness's name, date, time and so forth, ue did it using such uords as 
strings. 

Data coded as strings are equallx useful if ue operated 
statisticalIx/ for bx means of proper comparisons betueeo strings or 
abstractions of substrings ue could maKe valuable selections of data as 
if ue uere dealing uith numerical codes. 

The onlx data uhich uere not fit for being coded in this manner uere 
those concerning thè UFO shapes, for uords used as data uere insufficient 
to repreesent graphic shapes. Therefore, in addition tv thè uitness's 
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uords ua chose to adopt thè 'UFO appearance recognition and 
identi-fication test procedure', to name thè uords o-f its author, Pro-f. 
Richard Haines. It is a schedule uhich coinprises all thè most elementary 
top, mid and bottom sections o-f thè UFO shapes, capable of composing euen 
thè most complex -figures. They are identi-fied by a code. 

The cataloging mathod ue suggest is composed o-f tuo separate -files: 
THE FILE GF CASES AhO THE FILE OF REPORTS. They are of thè Kind ' indexed 
sequential', thereby combining thè semplicity of sequential files uith 
thè relatiuely fast access to data prouided by indexation. 

UJe uill present nou thè 1 ist of data as coded Information composing 
each case. The one or more reports referring to a single case are listed 
separately in thè file of reports . 

To maKe things clearer ue haue put a 'C standing for 'coded' data 
and thè schedule comprising all thè possible options uith their 
corresponding codes. Instead, ue haue put an 'S' standing for 'string', 
ubere thè uitness's uords are used as coded information. 


1 - NAfC (in thè form: Surname and Marne) - S 

2 - PLACE (in thè form: Locaiity. City, Nation) - S

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COMRUT^R I Z ED Cl“lTl^lL-ODUE OR 
I T«=»L- II=lM CLOSE EMCOUMTERS

ITACAT is thè Italian Catalogue o-f Type-1 euents and it has been 
carried out under thè form of a uide manuscript ( partially uritten by 
thè "Easy Script" uord-processor >. 

It is a -fairly long uorK, not restricted to thè "siinple" coinpilation o-f 
a catalogue of abstracts. It has been directed also to thè criticai 
evaluation of cases, to frante character ist ics and quality of each of 
them in a batter uay. 

By a series- of "conanent notes", gathered in a special section, I bave 
tried to supply some additional Information that show thè multiform 
problema and aspects of investigation about thè so-called "research" 
and UFO myth. 

Certainly one is in presence of statements, ideas and opinions 
fondamentally personal : but notuithstanding its undeniable 

limitations, such a Kind of approach (only generalized bere) is 
necessary for dealing uith' thè UFO question. In fact, clearness and 
seriousness is indispensable uith a mattar as that about uitness 
experiences associated to UFO phenomena, ubere there are a lot of 
emotional and irrational elements. 

A procedure of such a Kind don't supply encouraging results, certainly. 
The image coming out from Italian Type-1 euents is uery bad : it 
uncovers thè limitations of thè material on uhich thè UFO research 
System is based at present. Out of a 428 euents sample, thè 
sufficiently reliable reports can be numbered on tuo hands ' fingers 
uith difficulty : again, those eualuated as "apparently unexplainable" 
are .... 4 ( 0,93 ‘A ) ! 


Mere is thè basic structure of thè ITACAT manuscript : 

<1> a detailed introduction to tbe employed principles and 

"methodologies ". There are also tuo large specific b ibiiographies : 

(A) uorKs deueloped by this author about ITACAT or parts of it. 

(B) foreign catalogues and studies carried out on national or 
internetional landing cases. 

<2) thè reai catalogue, composed by thè abstracts and by thè 

fundamental entries* sources. 
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(3) thè "comnent notes" re-ferring to each single case, ubere there are 
-further Information, comntents, personal evaluations, other Ital ian 
sources and thè foreign ones. 

<4) an appendix devoted to drauings and sKetches about thè phenomena 
perceived by uitnesses. 


Please note that thè catalogue don't collect all dose encounters 
indistincly. I bave carried out a preliminary selection in order to 
exclude some groups of special cases [ thè several doubts about thè ir 
reliability are thè chief reasons of such a choice 1 or euents far from 
thè Type-1 definition. I remember thè latter bere : 

"....any UFO sightings ubere uitness reports thè alleged phenomenon at 
a maximum height of about 30 metres/100 feet." 

But such a definition uould need seueral modifications. 

In particular, thè Kinds of UFO tales not reported in thè catalogue are 


(A) contactee cases (multiple physical contacts uith messages and 
euentual exploitation of thè tales) 

(B) Photo cases 

(C) cases relating sightings of strange "beings" not directly 
associated to a UFO phenomenon (type D-H of HUMCAT classification) 

(0) cases relating discoueries of traces or other physical euidences 
not 1inKed to UFO sightings 


Parallely to ITACAT, I haue deueloped other tuo uorKs about similar 
Kinds of cases. Besides uriting thè alleged manuscripts, I prepared 
their computerized uersions too. So thè uhole uorK includes three 
different catalogues : 


(1) ITACAT : Italian catalogue of (all > Type-1 euents, about 430 
entr ies. 

(S> ITACAT N : Italian catalogue of "negative" ( IFO > Type-1 events, 
about 100 cases. 

(3) TRACAT : Italian catalogue of trace cases, about 170 entr ies. 

They taKe a little more than one and a half 5.25 inches floppy disK, 
that is thè equivalent of about 190/200 Kbytes RAM : programs are 
auaiable also on a normal tape. 

All uersions are composed by three or four programs ( plus thè alleged 
file > structured in a similar fashion. There is a first group of 
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several di-f-ferent screens ubere there are details about thè uorK and 
thè speci-fic Kind o-f casuistry taKen into cons iderat ion. A-fter reading 
a screen, thè user can go to thè follouing one simply pressing a Key : 
at thè end, a series o-f graphic screens - uith indicattions about title 
and authors - are stored into computer's memory. Then there is thè reai 
database, through uhich is to be loaded thè alleged file < more than 
IIK long for ITACAT ! ). 

This thè common structure of each series of programs, but there is a 
preliminary piece too. It is a fairly "humouristic” program, ubere 
there is also a map of Italy uith an AdamsKy-liKe flying saucer Jumping 
on thè chief Italian touns ! Certainly, it isn't a serious program. 
Softuare has been deueloped in BASIC, so thè database programs could be 
fairly slou during data processing, especially as regards "sort” and 
"order” functions. To maKe such a step faster, I compiled programs 
through thè popular "PetSpeed” compiler. 

All ITACAT programs bave been expressed as some reference uorK, uhich 
sole aim uas to supply thè basic information for each case. Praticaily, 
they are only some "tool" to handle thè alleged complex casuistries. 
For example, it is possible to drau a series of cases relating to a 
particular period of tinte or a special classification. Hauing a list of 
them on video or paper, one is able to checK their abstracts on thè 
ITACAT manuscripts or thè other catalogues for one's oun aim. 

The range of potential processing options offered by thè database is 
quite uide. It is possible to order or to sort entries in function of 
any parameter, printing thè resulting list on paper. Entries can be 
corrected in any tinte by an opportune option, uhich requires thè 
entry's reference number. There are also some Utilities, including disK 
directory, preparation of a neu disK, free memory and clocK. The files 
generated by thè databases ( nearly entirely uritten by M.Bottaini of 
Pescia ( Pistoia - Italy >, a C.U.N. member nou hauing a Apple Ile and 
able to use a IBM/34 on uorK ) can be saued on both floppy disK and 
tape. In spite of thè use of a disK drive, loading/saving of data is 
fairly slou, due to its very lou baud rate ( 300 per second ). 

Mere is thè structure of thè ITACAT record i 

il) Reference number ( automatic > 

1) Date 

2) Location 

3) Province 

4) Classification 

5) Evaluation 

ITACAT N record is lightly different : there is a sixth field about 
explanation of thè event. 

To save memory ( 39K RAM aren't much ! ) and time in digit ing entries, 
thè "classification" and "evaluation" parameters bave been inserted 
under indirect form <but appear normally on thè video), by thè 
follouing 'codes* : 


IP 
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1 = CE0 # 2 = CEl # 3 « CE2 H 4 = CES # 5 - CE4 


A.UN. = APPARENTLY U^EXPLAINABLE. 

Cases uith suf-ficient in-format ion and quite good inuest igat ion, 
■for uhich no possible cause has been aduanced at moment o-f establishing 
thè catalogue. 

POSS. - POSSIBLE EXPLANATION. 

Cases having indications -for a possible explanation. Suggestion 
of it is made - hazardly - also for some ”rumours” or uery lou quality 
events. 

PROB. = PROBABLE EXPLANATION. 

Cases hauing indications for a probable or nearly sure 
explanation, but for uhich there aren't vaiid Information. Hazardous 
suggestions can be present. 

HOAX » (Possible) HOAX. 

Cases that must be regarded as possible hoax. In ITACAT it 
aluays refers to possible faKes i in that database program this 
evaluation can be displayed as "poss. hoax" or "hoax" only, due to lacK 
of space. In ITACAT N thè term aluays refers to sure faKes. 

INS. = INSUFFICIENT IfFORMATION. 

Cases having too feu data for being taKen seriously into 
consideration. "Rumours" are typical of this evaluation. 

UhRE. > UNTELIABLE. 

Cases that are unreliable - so unusable - ouing to some 
characteristics. For example > 

1) enquiry carried out more than a month after thè event. 

2) sources coming from press or direct uitnesses, as uell as second or 
third-hand sources. 

3) invest igators having scarse experience or arising doubts about thè ir 
uorKs. 

4) CE2 ubere traces haven't been observed by invest igators too. 


It is possible to combine up to three different evaluations. 

People not ouing a Commodore 64 and interested in receiving thè 
print-out of ITACAT programs can urite to CUFON address.
